Facts Worth Noting. 

Mr. Evitor:—In your paper of last week, you 
published a statement from the census of 1840, 
showing the number of white inhabitants in each 
State, and the number in each State, of such in- 
habitants, over twenty years old, unable to read 
and write. Some comparisons may be instituted 
and some conclusions drawn from that state- 
ment worthy of serious reflection by every citi- 
zen of this Republic. 

First, it appears that in thirteen non-slave-hol- 
ding States the white population amounts to 
9,483,142; while in the thirteen States holding 
slaves, the whites number only 4,573,804. Yet 
the thirteen non-slave-holding States have only 
142 Representatives in Congress. In the Senate, 
ofcourse, the number from each are equal. If 
the Representatives were apportioned according 
to the white population only, the non-slave-hol- 
ding States would be entitled to 164 Representa- 
tives, and the slave-holding to only 18 Represen- 
tatives—less than one-third of the whole number. 
While such inequality as this exists, can we 
Wonder at the arrogant, lordly tone assumed by 
Southern members towards their yielding, sub- 
Servient fellow members of the North? Can we 
Wonder, that while the Constitution has given to 
the slave-holders one-fifth more political power 
than it gives to the same number of hardy free- 
Men at the North, the interests of the North 
should be sacrificed by thisclass of nobles, raised 
"Pp in our midst? Ought we to expect that the 
ree laborer of the North should receive any en- 
©ouragement or protection from this privileged or- 
‘r, whose direct aim is to keep the products of 
the North at the lowest price possible?

able to keep the common people in greater ignor- 


ance than this? 

It is much to be feared that we are cherishing 
in this free Republic an oligarchy more danger- 
ous to our liberties than that which swept away 
the last vestige of liberty in the Italian Republics. 
This ignorant and depressed class of whites, fur- 
nishes an instrument in the hands of the wealthy 
nabob, not only to keep the slave in subjection, 
but to fortify his own power. As the constant 
tendency of this systen is to concentrate wealth 
and power in the hands of a few at the expense 
of the many; so is it constantly encroaching up- 
on the liberties of all free communities in its vi- 
cinity.—Hence we see why it is that our govern- 
ment has almost constantly been under the con- 
trol of this slave Aristocracy. Six outof our nine 
Presidents have been taken from this class—eight 
out of ten of our foreign ministers are now from 
the same class—all the high places in the gov- 
ernment are filled by men from this class; or by 
those who have bowed submission to it.* The 
manufactures of the free States are prostrated at 
its bidding: their pork, wheat and flour, are ex- 
cluded from all the maris of Europe; while the 
cotton, rice und tobacco, of this Aristocracy, is 
urged upon those marts with an unceasing impor- 
tunity. Those most sacred rights of speech and 
petition, must be trampled under foot, lest the 
bloated pride of this privileged order should re- 
ceive « wound—our army must thread the thick- 
ets and swamps of Florida to gratify its cupidity 
—our national treasury must be exhausted; and 
now, forsooth, we are threatened witha war with 
England, for the purpose of protecting this Aris- 
tocracy in all the profits or their ‘‘peculiar institu- 
tions.” And yet we are told that we of the North 















have no concern in this blighting curse of the na- 
tion! 

I have some further comparisons to make, 
drawn from the facts disclosed by the late census, 
which I will reserve for another paper, if these 
should-gain admittance.

Agreeably to promise in our last number, we 
now enable our readers to judge for themselves 
whether we are abolitionists or not. If the fol- 
lowing article convict us of abolitionism, we must 
abide by it. These are our honest opinions, and 
we cannot change them to please our readers, de- 
sirous as we surely are to please them : 

‘Slavery. 

What are the indications of Providence, res- 
pecting the black race? This question is worthy 
of the gravest consideration of the statesman, the 
philosopher, and the christian. 

It is abundantly manifest from the signs of the 
times, that God does not design the race to be 
held in perpetual slavery. It is impossible that 
slavery can be perpetuated in the United States, 
in opposition to the opinion of the civilized world, 
which is rapidly rising and concentrating on that 
subject. Revolutions in moral sentiment never 
go backwards, and God is manifestly moulding 
the hearts of men to the accomplishment of this 
great work, more than one half of which has been 
accomplished in the last half century. We may, 
therefore, confidently anticipate its completion in 
the next half century. 

When we conirast the opinion of the civilized 
world fifty years ago, on the subject of slavery, 


not quite one half of those who were then in sla- 
very, 2ro now fram, it caome ac thangh tha work 
was nearly done already. The people of the 
United States (at least a majority of them) are 
a mora] and religious people, who recognize the 
obligations of conscience, and as soon as sucha 
people shall see a way in which an end can be 
put to slavery, without producing more harm than 
good, they will put an end to it. The contest 
between liberty and slavery may continue for a 
time, and it may rend some of our churches in 
twain, but liberty is sure to triumph in the end. 


Taking it for granted, then, that there is to be 
an end of slavery in this country, before the end 
of the present century, the question then arises, 
what is it the duty of a wise Government and a 
Christian people to do, in regard to it? Would 
immediate abolition, without ulterior measures, 
be beneficial to the black race? Can two distinct 
races of men live together in peace and harmony 
upon terms of equality? Are not the natural re- 
pugnances, antipathies, and jealousies, between 
the black and white races, too strong, ever to be 
overcome ? Will not the stronger race tyrannize 
over and ultimately consume the weaker, not by 
force, but by slow consuming decay? Have not 
the white race the sharpest teeth, the longest 
claws, and the most voracious appetite? Is it in 
the power of legislation to place the two races 
upon an equality? Can prejudice, self-interest, 
and the spirit of caste, be controlled by legisla- 
tion? Let history and philosophy answer the 
foregoing questions. 

So long as the two races shall remain together, 
the weaker race will require the protection of the 


stronger. This protection, legislation cannot 
give. It must come from individual self-interest 


—from the relation of master and servant, or 
master and slave—dependence and subjection 
must be the consideration for protection and sup- 
ort. 

If the black race outnumbered the white, in this 
country, as much as they do in the West India 
Islands, they might be emancipated with safety 
to themselves ; but with the physical, moral, and 
political ascendency which the white race has in 
this country, the black race has no chance, and 
must for ever remain a degraded and down-trod- 
den people. The happiness and prosperity of 
both races, therefore, require that they be sepa- 
rated. 

That, from the beginning, God designed a por- 
tion of this continent as an inheritance for the 
black race, will scarcely be denied by the most 
skeptical. This is evident, from the fact that 
they are possessed of such fair portions of it, 
with the prospect of retaining it through all fu- 
ture time,—and also from the fact, that the tro- 
pical parts of it are better adapted to the consti- 
tutions of the black race than the white. It is, 
i believe, an admitted fact, in natural history, 
that a tropical climate is most congenial to the 
black race, and the temperate or cold climates to 
the white. It is stated, upon good authority, that 
blacks who have emigrated from the United States 
to Canada, become scrofulous and barren in the 
second generation; and it isa well known fact, 
that the black population in the northern States, 
do not increase one half so fast as they do in the 
southern; indeed, from 1810 to 1820, there was 
an actual decrease of the black population of 
more than 1200, in New England and the State 
of New York. These facts go to prove that God 
designed the torrid zone for the black race, and 
the temperate zonés for the white. Hence, the 
African slave trade has been permitted to be car- 
ried on, for a period of more than three hundred 
years, for the purpose of sccuring to the black 
race their inheritance on this continent. Wecan 
see no other mode, through human agency, by 
which their birth-right could have been secured 
to them. 

The West India Islands are now in a state of 
rapid transition from the white to the black race : 
the necessary consequence of which will be, that 
the white race musi either emigrate, or become 
absorbed in the black race. France is about to 
adopt the policy of England, in regard to her isl- 
ands, and the Spanish islands will soon be in the 
same category. The children of Ham are des- 
tined to becoine a mighty nation in the Island of 





with what it is now, and consider that nearly if 


in that island, to take possession of it, Provi- 
to them their birth-right ; nor will the slave trade 


thus that God overrules the wickedness of man, 
to the accomplishment of his own wise purposes, 
What portion of this continent, besides the 
West India Islands, God designs, exclusively, for 
the black race, it is not yet within human ken to 
discern; but probably, large districts of country 
within the tropics, and possibly some portions of 
these United States. The Guianas alone, a large 
district of country within the tropics, one of the 
richest countries in the world, is capable of sus- 
taining a population of more than fifty millions ; 
and when the Colonization Society was first form- 
ed, a proposition was made from the French Gov- 
ernment to that Society, that they should send 
their colonists to French Guiana, instead of Afri- 
ca, but the proposition was rejected. There is 
no doubt but what a most favorable arrangement 
might yet be made to facilitate the emigration of 
our black population to French Guiana. A like 
arrangement might also be made with England, 
to facilitate emigration to British Guiana and the 
West India Islands. The white population of 
those islands are favorably disposed to such emi- 
gration. They have already sent agents to this 
country, to persuade the blacks to emigrate, and 
a good many have already gone. Providence in- 
dicates the West India Islands as the black man’s 
home. There they may have a country of their 
own—a climate that suits them—a paternal gov- 
ernment to protect them in their infancy, until 
they sha]l attain sufficient strength to take care 
of themselves, and then they may become inde- 
pendent nations. 

The consequences of such emigration would be, 
that the placcs of the blacks would be supplied by 
immigrants from Europe. The gross amount of 
the population of the slave States would not at 
any time be diminished, but only exchanged; and 
who can doubt that the exchange would conduce 
to the prosperity and wilfare of the slave States ! 

The tendency of the black population of the U. 
States, is southward. They are, from natural 
causes, leaving Maryland, Virginia, Kentucky, 
and all the cold parts of the country, and ac- 
cumulating upon the “ sunny south,”—and should 
this continue to be the case for another half cen- 
tury, they will be in a condition to strike for lib- 
erty, and terrific will be that stroke. It behooves 
a wise Government and a Christian people to 
ward off that stroke, if possible. 

The most effectual means of warding it off, 
will be for the Government to make arrangements 
with the Governments of England and France, to 
facilitate the emigration of our black population 
to the West Indies and Guiana ; and for a Chris- 
tian ministry, and the people, to connect emigra- 
tion with emancipation. Let the minds of the 
people be thoroughly embued with this subject, 
and it will be easily accomplished. 

The question of slavery is not one of mere sick- 
ly sentimentality for the wrongs and sufferings of 
the slave, but it is one of practical statesmanship 
and of Christian philanthropy, with reference to 
both master and slave. Slavery is not a system 
of unmitigated wrong on one side, and of unmiti- 
gated suffering on the other. Its character, asa 
system, is not to be decided by its effects in indi- 
vidual, isolated cases, but by its effects upon the 
whole mass of the black population, subjected to 
its influence ; and when thus viewed, it will be 
found to be attended with more good than evil to 
the black race, and with more evil than good to 


ihe white. The white race have been the wrong 
doers, and they only are entitled to a recompense 


of evil. The black race have been wronged and 
oppressed, and they are entitled to the recoin- 
pense of gocd. 

Suppose the system of slavery had never been 
instituted, and the slave trade had never existed, 
what would have been the condition of the whole 
black race now? What possessions would they 
have had on this continent? They would have 
been, as their fathers have been for thousands of 
years, sunk in the lowest depths of barbarisin, 
superstition, and idolatry ; but through the in- 
strumentality of the fiery furnace of the slave 
trade and slavery, millions of them have been 
partially purified, civilized, and christianized ; 
and are now in possession of some of the fairest 
portions of this continent, with the prospect of 
possessing them through all future time, and of 
taking rank at some future day among the most 
civilized and distinguished nations of the earth. 
The system of slavery, therefore, has not been 
one of unmitigated evil to the black race, and 
they are not, alone, entitled to our sympathies. 

That the abolition of slavery, and the separa- 
tion of the two races, will conduce to the happi- 
ness and prosperity of both, there cannot be a 
doubt; but then, it cannot and ought not to be 
done suddenly and at once. To do it in a way 
that will be most beneficial to both x-aces, will re- 
quire a series of years; but the sooner we sect 
about it, upon right principles, and with a proper 
knowledge of what is to be done, the better. 

That God designs a portion of this continent as 
a permanent inheritance for the black race, may 
also be inferred from the fact, of his never having 
smiled upon or blessed the enterprise of retrans- 
planting them in Africa. To suppose that an in- 
finitely wise and just God has permitted so many 
millions of his creatures to be brought to this 
country, through the countless horrors of the 
slave trade, merely for the purpose of being re- 
transplanted in Africa, seems unnatural and pre- 
posterous. 





THE EMPEROR OF RUSSIA, THE RUSSIAN 
NOBILITY, AND THE SERF POPULATION 
OF THE RUSSIAN EMPIRE.

We publish subjoined a document of much im- 

portance—viz. an ukase of the emperor of Rus- 
sia for ameliorating the condition of the serf pop- 
ulation of his empire. We give at the same 
timean order of the minister of the interior, and 
acircular letter of the grand master of police, ac- 
companying the ukase, modifying and limiting 
the sense of the imperial edict. 
An apparent contradiction is evident in the text 
of these documents. It seems as if the benevolent 
intentions of the emperor were arrested almost 
on the point of execution, by an after thought of 
policy, forced upon him by unseen obstacles which 
had arisen. We are enabled, however, by a com- 
munication from Vienna of a confidential and im- 
portant nature, to explain this seeming inconsist- 
ency. r 
We are told, that the emperor of Russia, hav- 
ing resolved to liberate, in one sweeping act, the 
immense portion of the population of his empire 
born ina state of servitude, lately called toveth- 
er the council of state for the purpose of making 
his intentions known.

The question now remains in this rather uncer- 
tain position. The violent and headstrong char- 
acter of the emperor, who is never known to re- 
cede from any resolution deliberately formed, 
gives reason to believe, that he will proceed to 
other more decided acts, while the deeply-rooted 
prejudices of the nobility, who are equally reck- 
less in their resolves, may lead them, rather than 
submit, to thake such resistance as might be fa- 
tal to the emperor. 

Viewing this subject” in all its bearings, it is 
one of great importance; and neither the revo- 
lution of 1830 in France, nor the Reform Act in 
this country, have led to the serious consequences 
which may arise from further agitation of it. 

We need only add that information on this mat- 
ter is drawn from the best and most authentic sour- 
ces. 

UKASE TO 1HE DIRECTING SENATE 

In the ukase of his majesty to the directing 
senate, dated 2nd of April of this year, and sign- 
ned with his own hand, it is said:— 

“The articles of 440 and 457 of paragraph 9 
in the code of laws, fix the regulations according 
to which seigneurs are allowed to convert their 
serfs into free laborers, in making over to them 
in full property seignorial lands, in consideration 
of certain reciprocal advantages to be specified 
in special contracts. But, willing in the interest 
of the state, that these feuda] lands, one of the 
privileges of the nobility, & which are engaged by 
contract, be guaranteed from all,that might en- 
danger property belonging to the nobility, we 
have thought proper, by interpreting article 442, 
paragraph 9,in the code of laws, to concede to 
the seigneurs who should be disposed to conclude 
with their peasantry contracts based on this ar- 
ticle, and this without prejudice to the interest 
of the laboring peasantry, to concede to them the 
right of supremacy over the land thus conceded. 
And we order ail peasants who shall receive por- 
tions of the said feudal lands to recognise this 
supremacy. Wherefore, we have decided that all 
contracts passed by mutual consent between the 
Seigneurs and their peasantry, shall be based on 
the following dispositions, which have been ex- 
amined in the council of the empire, and sanc- 
tioned by us:— 

1. “The tenure of the peasant io the seign- 
eur can be regulated in the contracts by money 
arising from the produce of the Jand, or from any 
other kind of industry. 

2. ‘*Should the peasants refuse to fulfil the 
conditions of the contract which they have accep- 
ted, they shall be compelled thereto by the local 
police, under the guarantee of the head of the 
nobility of the district, and under the superin- 
‘tendence of the government authorities. 

3. ‘The peasants who shal] have entered into 
contracts with their seigneurs shall henceforward 
bear the:.denomination of ‘peasants who have ob- 
ligationg to fuljil.’ 

4. “En as far as these peasants are concered, 

the reériiting service shall follow the rotation 
laid doWn-by the ordénnances for that service. 
_ Bb. 6 With respect to the support of the Gy-en- 
vers @ Abondances (depots for grain,) and the as- 
sistance to be given in case of fire, which are at 
the charge of the free peasants, under the direc- 
tion of their scigneurs, if the latter refuse to 
take upon them this responsiblity, the obligation 
shall be fulfilled by the nearest authorities. — 

6. ‘The seigneurs shall orgenise among the 
laboring ‘peasantry a local administration, and 
shall have the high police. 

7. ‘© As for the contracts to be concluded with 
the peasants who belong to the properties engaged 
with the banks of the empire, if it be the inten- 
tion of the seigneurs to take these properties in 
pledge, they must obiain the consent of the banks 
before passing a contract. 

8. “The seigneurs and the laboring peasants 
who have been liberated, are to consider the con- 
tracts passed between them as indissoluble, each, 
however, keeping the right to change certain clau- 
ses of it, in case the property should be engaged 
to the banks of the cruwn. These ghanges must 
be guaranteed by those banks. 

9. «The contracts entered into according to 
the above disposition shall be drawn upon stamped 
paper of the fourth class, and submitted for our 
sanction and signature according to the law. 

10. “The directing senate is entrusted with 
the carrying,into effect of this ukase.” 

The next document is from the minister of the 
interior, dated April 2nd, 1842, addressed to the 
head of the police at St. Petersburg. The minis- 
ter in forwarding the above ukase, says, that 
‘*the object of itis to determine the nature of the 
tenure of the peasantry, inthe contracts they will 
form with their seigneurs, but that the Jands re- 
main, as heretofore, the lands of the nobililty.— 
From hence it clearly results, that the relations 
which exist between the seigneurs and the peas- 
ants, with whom no contract should have been 
concluded, remain the same as ever, and experi- 
encenochange. All this is explained in the terms 
of the ukase, and it must be understoed in that 
spirit. If ihe emperor had any other view, he 
would have openly declared it. As he had not 
done so, to seek in the imperial ukase, or to per- 
suade others that it can bear any other significa- 
tion, would be a great crime, since it will beacting 
against the will of our Sovereign. 

‘*His Majesty, therefore, orders all military 
and civil gonernors to watch with care that no 
false interpetation be given to the present ukase, 
such, for instance, as the freedom of a]] peasant- 
ry. If among any class should be found evil-dis- 
posed persons spreading false and dangerous in- 
telligence to delude the people, they are to be ar- 
rested and punished with all the rigor of the law. 
‘They are equally to take care that the peas- 
sants remain in the same subserviency to the leg- 
itimate power of the seigneurs. If any should 
prove contumacious, they are to be brought back 
to their duty by mild means and persuasions, and 
and in failure of this, by the rigor of the law. 

(Signed) ‘* PEROWSKY. 
‘To this letter is subjoined an order from the 
grand master of police, aid-de-camp of the empe- 
ror, prescribing to the masters of police to give 
their utmost attention to prevent any false inter- 
pretations and false reports that may be spread 
about on the imperial intentions, as manifested 
in the above ukase.

case or the other. But was there not a 

great deal in that letter to advocate slavery? 

He (the Lord Mayor) wished to be candid 

—He did sign that document which had gone 

to America: he avowed it, and, come what 

would, he was still the opponent of slavery 

(hear, hear.) Ife perceived by the Amer- 

1ean papers, what he had not looked much 

to before, or taken notice of in signing— 

that there was in the document a recom- 
mendation to co-operate with the abolition- 
ists (hear, hear, and cheers.) They trans- 

lated that into a recommendation .to join 

any parties or particular societies opposed 

to the slave-trade. But this should not be 
so understood. If the abolitionists in A- 

merica suggested crime or outrage, or the 
violation of any law, he did not want any 

Irishman to join them. The Irish did not 
mean to obtain Repeal by the commission 

of asingle crime, and, of course, they would 

not sanction a different course by others.— 
Therefore, when they recommended a un- 
ion with the abolitionists, they did not 
mean—nor did the address to which he re- 
ferred mean—that men should combine 
with any society that would sanction any 
violation of the law. When they talked of 
the abolitionists, they spoke of men who 
join together in a legitimate manner, and 

endeavor, by peaceable means, to effect that 
abolition of slavery, which every good man 
should be anxious for (hear, bear.) That 
document which had just been read, filled 
him with regret. They talked of a viola- 
tion of a constitutional principle. What 
violation of a constitutional principle could 
there be in advising a people to take this 
particular cours.” They suggested no vio- 
lence or wrong—they did not threaten to 
invade America (a laugh,) or join the ab- 
olitionists in arms—they only suggested 
that men should unite to put down slavery 
(hear, hear.) The letter intimated, that 
time would put an end to the slave system; 
but that was what exactly the West Indian 
slave owners said, when a question was rais- 
ed about their slavesin 1822. At that time, 
Canning said it was unnecessary to propose 
any measure for the freedom of the slaves, 
because the planters themselves would train 
them up and prepare them for liberty; and 
he proposed a resolution to the effect, that 
it was unnecessary to take any immediate 
steps in this respect, inasmuch as the plan- 
ters themselves were determined to do what 
was required. But he (the Lord Mayor) 
had the honour of sitting in the House of 
Commons when Lord Stanley brought in 
his bill for the emancipation of these very 
slaves, and he challenged the house to show 
did the planters carry out their promise.— 
Twelve years had elapsed from the time of 
their making it, and they could not allege 
that one single step had been taken tow- 
ards its fulfilment (hear, hear.) Nay, more, 
the planters who had made this assertion 
refused to allow a bill to pass to prevent the 
flogging of the women whom they had in 
bondage, and there they were declaring 
their love of freedom in the abstract, but 
opposing its effects, and its enjoyment.-— 
The gentleman who wrote from America 
told them of the contrast between the state 
of the American slaves and that of the 
people of this country. To be sure the 
slave owners fed their slaves as they would 
feed their horses and other beasts of burden, 
that the beast might be able to werk, and 
that they (the owners) might have an abun- 
dant return (hear, hear.) But now it irri- 
tates him (the Lord Mayor) in a more than 
ordinary degree to see slavery supported 
amongst a christian people—that in a Jand 
of freedom it should be tolerated, and on 
turning to states where it did not exist still 
to find advocates of so horrible a system 
(hear.) Their course, however, was mani- 
fest—they would declare themselves the 
enemies of slavery, come what would 

(cheers;) but they would not suggest the 
commission of any crime; on the contrary, 
their object was to put an end to crime by 
the abolition of the horrible system of sla- 
very. It was a blot upon the Americans, 
and they could scarcely ever wipe it from 
their escutcheon. He moved, that Mr. Ray 
would communicate with this gentleman, 
as well as reply to the other document from 
the convention; but in the meantime, while 
they inserted this letter on the minutes, and 
while they disclaimed any connexion with 
any particular socicty of abolitionists they 
would proclaim themselves the opponents 
of slavery throughout the world. (loud 
cheers.) Whatever brand there might be 
on the brow of the negro, whatever might 
be his caste or his colour, they would not 

consent to any thing but that system by 
which no property in human beings, but 
that of the father in his child, and where 
the father would not allow of any but that 
possessed by the mother (hear, and cheers.)

The following are published as articles of the 
treaty of mediation: 

Art. 1. The Republic of Texas agree that if, 
by means of the mediation of her Britannic Maj- 
esty, an unlimited truce shall be established be- 
tween Mexicoand Texas within thirty days after 
this present convention shall have been commu- 
nicated to the Mexican Government by her Brit- 
annic Majesty’s mission at Mexico, and if with- 
in six months from the day on which that commu- 
nication shall have been made, Mexico shall have 
concluded atreaty of peace with Texas, then, and 
in such case, the republic of Texas will take up- 
on itself'a portion, amounting to one million pounds 
sterling, of the capital of the foreign debt con 
tracted by the republic of Mexico before the first 
of February, 1835. 

Art. 2. The manner in which the capital of 
one million pounds sterling of foreign debt, men- 
tioned in the preceding article shall be transferred 
from the republic of Mexico to the republic of 
Texas, shall be settled herafter by special agrec- 
ment, between the republic of Texas and the re- 
public of Mexico, under the mediation of her 
Britannic Majesty.

Slave Representation. 

Mr. Editor.—An error has arisen in the minds 
of many as to the amount of political power based 
upon slave representation. The three fifths of 
the slaves are not to be reckoned as vofers—or as 


equivalent to voters, but as populatifn.” As there 
are sbout 2,500,000, and allowing icin five of 


the population to be a voter, whiclgigabe usual 
estimate, the political power arism®®rom the 
representation of slaves would be equal to 300, 
000 legal voters. This exceeds the entire vote 
of Maine, Mass., N. Hampshire, and Rhode Is- 
land, as given in the Presidential election, by 
more than 13,000 votes! ‘This would give 
slave-holding voter, on an average, the amouht.pf 
two anda half votes each. All this power is not 
only devoted to slavery, but its circumstances are 
such as enable it to control nearly the political 
power of the nation, and consecrate it all to the 
promotion of slavery. The assumed owner of 
ten slaves is equal toa population of seven per- 
sons. The owner of fifty exercises the same 
power as thirty-one of free population, and the 
robber of 100 human beings wields as much pow- 
eras 61 free inhabitants. Seventeen slavchold- 
ers with 100 slaves cach, are equal toa whole 
town of 1000 inhabitants; and this ratio carried 
out gives about one-ninth part of the political 
power of this nation, as derived from slave rep- 
resentation. 

This is the premium the hation has awarded 
todespotism. This is the element of corruption 
and death existing in our political system which 
must be destroyed, or deprived of its power of 
evil, if our government is to stand.

A Sprcimen or Consisrency.—The fol+ 
lowing account is given inthe Spirit of Lib- 
erty:—Dr. Lemoyne had for some time re- 
fused or neglected to commune with the 
Presbyterian Church, of which he wasa 
member. The church undertook to have the 
difficulty removed. ‘The doctor proposed 
that the church should prohibit slavery from 
the pulpit and the communion as the con- 
dition of reconciliation. The authoritics 
took the proposition into serious consider- 
ation and informed the doctor that they had 
no power so to do—that when a member 
presented a letter from another church, they 
had no power to go_ behind the letter, but 
were bound to receive the holder to the com- 
munion and therefore could not comply 
with the doctor’s request. Some time af- 
ter this decision, a tavern kceper from St. 
Clairsville Ohio, removed to Washington,— 
He brought with him a letter of member- 
ship from the Presbyterian Church in St. 
Clairsville, and presented it to the church 
in Washington, but that church did what it 
could not do from its own showing; went 
behind; the certificate or letter, and would 
not and did not admit Mr. Hewey to the 
communion, because he sold ardent spirits. 
This was a “queer thing.’? The church had 
no power to go behind a letter to prohibit 
from the communion a slave-holder—a man- 
thief,-—but couldgo behind it in the case of 
adram-seller. A Mr. Smith, from Scotland 
is the pastor of this singularly powerless 
and powerful, pure and impure church.

Dr. Bairey—We found but little preparation 
here for the Liberty Convention. The infiu- 
ence of the three pro-slavery parties is so great 
in this City, especially in a legislative session, 
that, Liberty can do but little; we were, de- 
nied the use of all accommodations for asem- 
bling in a house: Every other party and asso- 
ciation can use the public buildings, but the 
Liberty party were driven to the market house. 

We assembled in the morning, after the coun- 
ty convention had nominated candidates for the 
ensuing election. After the appointment oj 
officers, Mr. Hopkins, of this city, gave a short 
account of his treatment, when at the south a 
short time since for his health; he did not speak. 
after he left Ohio, on the subject of slavery, but 
some one saw him and informed the people 
that he was opposed to slavery. This raised a 
mob, the Mayor presiding, when he was tried, 
found guilty of being opposed to slavery, and 
sentenced to banishment in five hours on pain 
of death. 

Mr. Lewis then, by request, spoke a few 
words. It being only noon, Judge King pledg- 
ed himself, to prove, in the afternoon, that he 
was but carrying out the principles of Washing: 
ton, Jefferson and all the prominent statesmen 
of their day,—a promise that he fully redeemed 
in the afternoon. 

After dinner, Mr. Lewis againspoke as he 
says in place of a bell to call the people togeth- 
er for Judge King, he made a most fortunate 
hit, however, not exceeding twenty minutes 
when a large audience had collected, and 
Judge King took the stand. He certainly far 
exceeded my expectation, and proved himselt 
a man of talent equal to any candidate that has 
been before the people within my recollection; 
he spoke nearly three hours, for the best halt of 
this time his audience remained large, when they 
slowly thinned, and at his close probably one 
third had retired. His arguments were well 
sustained by documentary evidence and facts 
visible to all deeply interested and made a good 
impression. Mr. Lewis was then at five o’- 
clock called for and spoke nearly an hour, and 
all the time was listened to with the deepest 
interest; he has seldom been more fortunate 
and satisfied every body that the Liberty party 
men would compromise principle or support 
for office any but true hearted liberty men. 
Some spirited resolutions were then adopted 
and we adjourned, all in good spirits and great- 
ly encouraged. 

We have every assurance of the rapid exten- 
sion of our principles, andalready Messrs. King 
and Lewis have been requested to address the 
people at a score of places beyond their power.

Dear Sir—Being on a visit in this vicinity, I 
was presented with a number of the Philanthro- 
pist, in which I found a lengthy epistle from you 
to myself,—also a communication from L. C. L., 
and some editorial remarks; all of which is a 
gross misrepresentation of the transactions on 
the 4th July, at this place. Instead of a friendly 
invitation to me to debate the question as you 
state, it will be remembered that I objected to a 
debate at that late hour, (after 4 o’clock, P. M.) 
when many of the people were gone, and others 
restless to be going. It was answered, ‘‘a bird 
in the hand is worth two in the bush,” and if I 
then got away, I would not again be caught, &c. 
In this way, by a vote, I was compelled to speak, 
regardless of my objections, or back out as we 
say. If this were all, I should not complain ; 
but in the above mentioned communications, what 
I did say, is almost entirely misrepresented. I 
never took the affirmative of the proposition, that 
man had a right to lay hold of his fellow man, 
and hold him asa slave; so far from it, I stated 
that this was a false issue, for no man now would 
contend for slavery on the ground of brute force. 
The true issue, and all that I pretended to defend 
on the question, was, slavery as a penalty annex- 
ed tocrime. This was the position I assumed, 
and aJl that I contended for; and the loss of lib- 
erty as a consequence of crime, is recognized by 
all well organized governments, human or divine. 
This, and not slavery by brute force, was my po- 
sition, and all my arguments were urged upon 
this hypothesis. In this, you all have misrepre- 
sented me. I supported this position by reason, 
Scripture, the penitentiary and wheelbarrow sys- 
tems, as well as the law of disfranchisement, and 
even the gallows: all of which go to show, that 
even life, as well as liberty, is forfeited by crime. 
I denied the right of slavery on any other pretence, 
and this in such strong and unequivocal language, 
that I presume all who heard me, well understood 
me; and yet you all, in the above paper, change 
my position. and set me before the public as one 
that came forward in defence of slavery on the 
ground of brute force, or shades of color. Now, 
this is far from doing as you would be done by. 

You close your long letter of garbling and mis- 
representation, with a broad challenge for a de- 
bate, and propose for me to choose one or two 
clergymen with myself, and you will choose as 
many laymen or lawyers to assist you in the de- 
bate. I will say to you, sir,—I do my own de- 
bating ; and if you cannot believe your cause will 
be saie in your hands, with no more of a renown- 
ed an assailant than my humble self, (who, your 
worthy friend, the accomplished L.C. L. supposed 
to be some vagrant,) you had better return your 
quill to the goose from whence it was plucked, 
and leave the field of controversy. Controversy 
1s your profession, and your age shows that you 
have long been a practical student ; and with this 
long practice, in addition to your advantages over 
me, of both natural and acquired abilities, and 





side of the question, and all the testimony on that 
side, you cannot feel the need of any assistant. 
I never challenge any man to public combat, for 
I am aman of peace, and no vamper ; but when 
publicly called out by such men, if I have but a 
sling and a pebble, I go forth to the unequal con- 
test. Therefore, sir, on your challenge I will 
meet you at Mount Pleasant, where it began, so 
soon as the proper preliminaries are settled ; and 
[ now propose that I choose one, and you one— 
these choosing a third, as a board of order, to 
preside during the debate, and decide all questions 
of order. That the questions for discussion be as 
follows, viz:— 

Ist. Do the scriptures sanction slavery as a 
punishment for crime ? 

2nd. Was the servitude of the heathen amon 
the Hebrews analagous to the slavery of the Af- 
ricans in the United States ? 

3rd. Would it be morally right, and politically 
safe, to abolish slavery at once throughout the 
United States ? 

4th. Does democracy, the Christian religion, 
or the best interests of our common country, re- 
quire us to entirely abolish slavery for crime, 
while the crime for which slavery is the penalty 
is still perpetuated ? 

These four propositions completely cover all 
the ground, and will bring the fair issue before 
the people. I take the affirmative on the first and 
second propositions, and the negative on the third 
and fourth. Any other preliminaries can hereaf- 
ter be arranged, and the time agreed upon.

ADDRESS TO THE VOTERS OF FULTON 
AND MARSHALL COUNTIES. 


Fellow Citizens—We hold these truths to be 
self-evident that all men are created free and 


‘}equal, that they are endowed by their Creator 


with certain inalienable rights, among which, 
are life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness: 
that this government was formed for the express 
purpose of establishing justice and promoting 
the greatest amount of happiness of the greatest 
number of its subjects. That it was expressly 
understood at the formation of our constitution. 
that slavery with all its evils, was soon to dis- 
appear from our highly favored and beloved 
country. That the iron rod of injustice was 
very shortly to be laid aside, and that this na- 
tion was to be governed solely by principles of 
justice and right. Do you ask for facts? We 
give them. 

The slave states, about the time the constitu- 
tion was formed, ceded to Congress the vast ter- 
ritory North- West of the Ohio river with the ex- 
press injunction that slavery should never be 
tolerated there, and Congress true to the spirit 
of the times, passed an ordinance in 1787, for- 
ever prohibiting the introduction of slavery into 
said territory. Mr. Madison when speaking of 
the Constitution declared that one pecular ex- 
cellence of the Constitution was that the words 
slave and slavery did not exist in that instru- 
ment, 60 that when slavery were abolished the 
Constitution would need no alteration in that re- 
spect. Washington declared that Virginia at 
no remote period would pass laws to abolish 
slavery, (letter to Sir John St. Clair,) see also 
Wm. Pinkney’s speech in the Maryland House 
of delegates, 1789. See the debates in the con- 
vention which formed the present Constitution 
of the United States. But, fellow-citizens, a 
change came over the spirit of the times; when 
the danger was past, our Constitution formed, 
and we became settled as a nation, self-interest 
took the place of patriotism, a love of ease and 
luxury suppressed the love of justice and equal 
rights, and injustice and tyranny usurped the 
throne of truth and Jiberty. Instead, therefore, 
of finding our country free from the footsteps 
of the unhallowed monster, slavery, we find 
him with brazen front, unblushingly, convert- 
ing our proud Capitol into one of the foulest 
slave marts, on which the sun ever shown. 
Not content with spreading this wicked insti- 
tution over all the new slave states which have 
been formed since the adoption of the federal 
constitution, where slavery now exists, the 
slaveocracy of this nation has assumed the sole 
control of the affairs of our national government. 

It has destroyed the commerce of tie free 
tates by an embargo--it has created and des- 
troyed a national tariff—it has created and des- 
troyed a national bank—it has given us a pres- 
ident 40 out of 48 years—it has monopolized 
far more than its share of the national ap- 
pointments,—it has negotiated abroad for 
the introduction of slave labor duty free into 
foreign ports, while it has totally neglected to 
seck the protection of the products of free la- 
bor—it has sought to involve us in a war with 
Great Britain, to recapture slaves liberated by 
the act of God—it has spent 40 millions of do!- 
lars to recapture runaway slaves in the swamps 
of Florida—it has totally refused to suffer the 
citizens of these Untied States, to speak or 
write upon the subject of American slavery 
unless it be in favor of this God-dishonoring 
system—it has destroyed presses for daring to 
advocate the doctrines of the Declaration ot A- 
merican Independence, the very charter of our 
liberties—it has sought to annex Texas to this 
republic to render its power more secure—-it has 
violated the mails with impunity—-it has distrib- 
uted the public revenue in such a manner that 
a slave-holder receives 32 cts., while a freeman 
of Indiana gets but 18—it has Lynched and 
murdered American citizens, both in the slave 
and free States for daring to declare that slave- 
ry isasinand acurse to our country—it has 
despised and trampled upon the rightof peti- 
tion—it has utterly refused to suffer members 
of congress to speak against slavery in our na- 
tional legislature, and it has studiously endeav- 
ored to hide its netarious schemes from the 
American people; and asks, fellow-citizens, not 
only that the colored man be continued in slave- 
ry, but that every laborer be reduced to the same 
condition, 

We have labored with untiring zeal to con- 
vince the existing political parties of the danger 
to which the liberties of this nation are ex pesed. 
They have turned a deaf ear to our expostu- 
lations. They appear willing to sacrifice eve- 
ry virtuous principle for the promotion of their 
party. 

We speak of the leaders of those parties, but we 
are assured that the great mass of voters of both 
parties are in favor of the principles of liberty; 
we know that liberty and slavery cannot long 
exist in the same government—they are antag- 
Onistical principles that must war with each 
other, as the previous history of our republic 
too certainly indicates. We ask no change in 
the fundamental principles of our government 
-—we ask only that the government be brought 
back to the fundamental principles upon which 
it was founded:—and to labor for this we 
pledge ourselves wiih all the ardor that love of 
country and free institutions inspire. We 
throw then to the breeze the banner of the 
LIBERTY PARTY. We inscribe on its am- 

le folds THE RIGHTS of MAN UNIVERSAL- 

Y, and we ask you, fellow-citizens, without 
distinction of party, who feel resolved to rescue 
our country from the foul stains of slavery. to 
come forward at the polls and do battle manful- 
ly for the liberties of man. Do not let us stop 
to make up an issue upon questions of expe- 
diency while our own liberties are in dan- 
ger. Let us remember that to us belongs the no- 
ble task of bringing back our government to its 
pristine purity,iby that most patriotic of all weap- 
ons, the freeman’s ballot. We feel no hesita- 
tion in declaring that we believe our cause, the 





with all, and above all, (as you believe) the right 


‘cause of freedom, must ultimately triumph; that,

in this nation, the seeds of liberty have taken 
root too deeply to he eradicated by the destruc- 
tive ploughshare of slavery; but we believe that 
every furrow that is driven through the con- 
stitution for the purpose of perpetuating the 
growth of tyranny, will only result in the bet- 
ter cultivationof the germsoffreedom. Fellow- 
citizens, lovers of national liberty, friends of your 
country, we call upon you by your love of hu- 
manity, by your regard for the blood and toil of 
our revolutionary fathers, who presented their 
bosoms to the shafts of battle to sustain the doc- 
trine that all men are created equal, by your re- 
gard for the happiness and welfare of yourselves 
and chlidren, and of unborn millions, to ponder 
well your act before you cast a vote. Remem- 
ber that if what we assert be truth, and it is 
capable of the clearest proof, our most cherish- 
ed institutions are in danger: that the time is 
not remote when we shall be deprived of the 
last vestige of liberty unless we stand by the 
constitution in every political act of our lives.

legislative authority; and this, so far as my suf- 
frage will go, shall not be wanting.” (Letter 
to Robert Morris.) We wish it to be distinet- 
ly understood, that we do not wish Congress, 
or the Legislatures of the free States to act up 
onslavery in the slave States, but only where 
they possess the clearest constitutional authori- 
ty to act—as in the District of Columbia, and in 
the territories. A candidate representing such 
principles, we offer you in the person of James 
A. Corse of Marshall co.—a man of sterling in- 
tegrity, uncompromising principles ;—an intel- 
ligent mechanic who understands the wants 
and interests of this constituency, and who 
possesses the firmness to advocate and maintain 
them.

ANOTHER CONCESSION. 


A valued correspondent adds the following post- 
script to a letter on business: ‘J am sick at heart 
at the triumph of the slaveholders in Congress.— 
The ratio proposed by the House, would have giv- 
en an addition of twenty-five to the present major- 
ity of free representatives: while that which they 
adopted, gives an addition of only five. But per- 
haps the most degrading and most detestable con- 
cession ever made by the North to the South, in 
Congress, is an amendment to the naval appro- 
priation bill, made in the Senate on the 17th inst. 
whereby, in future, midshipmen are to be appoin- 
ted from the States, according to federal numbers; 
in other words, in proportivn to the number of 
slaves held in the several States. This provision 
seems to have been adopted as a matter of course, 
onthe motion of a slaveholder, without debate !’

The New York Courier & Enquirer, July 
1, has the following paragraph, which con- 
trasts most singularly with the general strain 
of remarks in that paper: 

“The colored people of Rhode Island de- 
serve the good opinion and kind feelings of 
every citizen of the State, for their conduct 
during the recent troublesome times in Pro- 
vidence. They promptly volunteered their 
services for any duty in which they might 
be useful in maintaining law and order. Up- 
wards of a hundred of them organized them- 
selves for the purpose of acting as a city 
guard to extinguish fires, and for the pro- 
tection of fires in the case of their occurrence 
while the citizens were absent on military 
duty. ‘The fathers of these people were dis- 
tinguished by their patriotism and bravery 
in the war of the revolution, and the Rhode 
Island regiment fought on one occasion until 
half their numbers were slain. There was 
not aregiment inthe service which did 
more soldierly duty, or showed itself more 
devotedly patriotic.

The Liberty party, in Illinois, has put in nom- 
ination candidates for the Legislature, in twelve 
counties. It has also established a paper in Chi- 
cago, which promises to be efficient. 

The Liberty men, in New York, are gathering 
the people together in conventions all over the 
State. The speakers announced are men of ac- 
knowledged ability, and wil] do much to over- 
throw the three pro-slavery parties in that State. 

A serious riot occurred among the Irishmen at 
St. Johns, New Brunswick, on the 12th ult.— 
Religious differences are stated as the cause. It 
was on the anniversary of the battle of the Boyne, 
where the protestants under William III. triumph- 
ed over the Irish catholics under James IT. 

J. H. Tredgold, Esq. the well-known English 
philanthropist, died on the 22d of May last. 

The Ohio Legislature has appointed Wm. B.

Mr. Caldwell 
is said to be a man of sound judgment and good 
legal attainments.

Withdrawal. 

A letter appeared in our last week’s paper, an- 
nouncing the withdrawal of the writer from the 
Liberty party. 
signature was omitted. The writer of the letter 
was Dr. Brooke, a most estimable man, and one 
of the staunchest abolitionists in the state. We 
regret to lose the co-operation of the Doctor, in 
our political enterprise, and would reason the 
matter with him, did we not believe that it would 
be in vain. For our friend’s objections lie, not 
so much against the Liberty party, as against 
any kind of political action for any purpose. 

One remark made concerning the Liberty party, 
we must notice. He charges it with compromis- 
ing with the compromises of the Constitution in 
relation to slavery. In answer, we quote the 
following resolutions passed by the State Liberty 
Convention, held at Mount Vernon: 

‘7. Resolved, that a long and melancholy ex- 
perience has shown that Liberty can make no safe 
compromise with Despotism,” &c. 

Resolved, that true Democracy recognizes 
nothing that is exclusive in the application of 
principles ; that it metes out equal justice to all 
mankind, irrespectively of sex, color, class, or 
condition; and that no man is a democrat, who 
denies to his fellow man an equality of rights 
with himself; consequently, no man can be a 
democrat, who is not an abolitionist. 

‘16. Resolved, that all laws in this State. de- 
signed to contribute in any way to the support of 
slavery, or to produce inequality in the rights of 
any portion of the people of Ohio, are anti-demo- 
cratic, inhuman, and impolitic.” 

It will puzzle any body to detect any thing ap- 
proaching to compromise in all this,
